Arnof, Wolfe 
wrote, fame here . in November, 
1»20. 
He. and Wolfe went canoe-

LONDON. Nov. 24.—Chiefly ,-ltt 
order to provide needed work for 
a large section of her army- of un- 
employed, Great Britain is plan- 
ning to anticipate her 1925-26 na- 
val building program by the Im- 
mediate Inauguration of construc- 
tion work inyolvizig: an expenditure 
of approximately $30,000.000. 


Announcement o£ the 
Govern- 
ment's plan waa one of the reve- 
lations made by Premier Stanley 
Baldwin in His address before tht 
recent meeting of the Conservative 
Party at Plymouth. It was sailed 
with satisfaction in 'naval circles 
and also at the various shipyards, 
where anticipation of work 
has 


lightened the gloom resulting from 
industrial depression. 


It is the contention of the Brit- 


ish Government that the proposed 
construction work is In no way a 
violation oC the Washington naval 
agreement. 
The 
work 
contem- 


plated Is provided for in tho terma 
of that agreement, ^t is asserted, 
and the only thing the Govern- 
ment haft done is to speed up ita 
construction program. 
Four cruisers, according- to Pre- 
mier Baldwin's announcement, are 
to be built. Each cruiser will be 
of not more than 10,000 tons dis- 
placement and will have a speed 
of 34 knots per hour. Each will 
lost more than $7,000,000, and it 
s anticipated that it will take two 
years to complete the quartet of 
vessels.

AN FRANCISCO, November 24.—When 


Gaetano Merola, proposed an opera sea- 
son for San Francisco he did not get" 
much encouragement. 
The season of 


the Chicago Opera Company was too 


recent, and its financial aftermath too well re- 
membered, to justify, in the popular opinion, 
any optimism as to the success of this stray 
venture. 
Then, Mcrola had a record of in- 


different success as a maestro, one of his ad- 
ventures having been quite near at hand. But 
with such assistance as he was able to secure 
from the reluctant field he went ahead, and 
with artists not of world fame, he carried 
through his projected season with a success, 
both from an artistic and financial standpoint, 
that surprised everybody. This changed the 
general attitude and now the San Francisco 
Opera Association has been organized and put 
on a permanent and well financed 
basis. 


Merola is to continue as musical director, and 
the roster of the Board of Governors contains 
the names of many of the most prominent mu- 
sically 
inclined 
citizens, 
artists, 
authors, 


journalists and social lights of San Francisco 
and vicinity. 
It is thought this move will 


speed up-the civic center project, one of whose 
chief features is to be an opera house. If an 
opera organization here proves the success 
which it very probably will, the need of a 
proper setting for that character of entertain- 
ment will be more acutely felt. 
Subway fpr Market Street 


The Board of Supervisors has whereased that 


relief and Improvement as to traffic conditions 
.is one of the problems confronting the city 
of San Francisco, therefore it has resolved that 
the city engineer be requested to make a study 
of the practicability of a subway under Market 
street, and that he advise the Board of Super- 
visors the. amount of money needed to make a 
proper study of the subject. This refers to a 
longitudinal subway, not to the one under the 
terminus at the ferry building, a contract for 
the construction of which has been let by the 
.Harbor Commission. Market street is inordi- 
nately wide, but very much congested notwith- 
standing. 
There is a considerable opinion 


that the congestion would be much relieved by 
removing one pair of street car tracks. When 
the additional tracks were put in the conges- 
tion was foreseen and foretold.

•would be enormously expcnsiver but it would

San Francisco's Vote 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 19.—THE KNAVE: In 


accordance with your request I inclose state- 
ment showing the registration and the number 
of votes cast in the thirteen assembly districts 
In San Francisco at the election held November 
6, 1923. 
Also a statement showing the vote 


received by each candidate. An analysis of the 
figures of those registered and those who voted 
shows that In the 21st, 22d, 23d, 24th, 25th and 
29th assembly districts, where most of the labor 
vote is cast, a larger vote was polled in pro- 
portion to the registration than in other parts 
of the city. In the home districts, the 27th 
and 28th, while a much larger vote was cast, 
the percentage is much smaller. In the hotel 
and apartment house district, the 32d, not fifty 
per cent was cast. Fifty-eight per cent of those 


:reglstered voted. This is the largest vote cast 
in Ban Francisco at a municipal election. 
£here were 217,902 registrations, of which 128,- 
0(37 voted. Of these, 126,701 voted for mayor. 
The difference between the total vote and the 
V<itft for'm*yor-(1336) is accounted for by the 


than mayor, and also by the blank ballots cast. 
Thirty-three per cent of the people who regis- 
tered elected the mayor. 
No candidate for 


supervisor received a majority of the votes cast. 
San Francisco should have a registration of 
250,000. Our registration shows that we should 
have a population of 050,000. Now as to regis- 
tration: The male registration is,within 2400 
of the number that should be registered, in 
my opinion. The falling off is in the women 
principally. They are over 22,000 short. 91,- 
228 were registered this year, which is 4000 
less than registered in 1921. 
There are 115,- 


000 women in San Francisco eligible to register. 
Some fail to register because they claim that 
registration would qualify them for jury duty; 
others claim that jury duty interferes with 
their social affairs, and another class claims 
that voting is not intended for women, that 
it is men's duty, and, therefore do not register. 
Our records show that CO per cent of the men 
and 40 per cent of the women voted.

Harbor Control Fight 


It is something more than a possibility, it 


is a reasonable certainty, that another effort 
will be made at the general election next year 
to vest the control of San Francisco harbor in 
the city, changing its status from a State in- 
stitution. The several attempts that have been 
made did not get very far toward success. The 
harbor control is a rich political adjunct to the 
State administration, Involving six hundred 
jobs. Before Richardson's time the backbone 
of the State administration was in San Fran- 
cisco, and there was natural opposition to yield- 
ing power to the city. Now the former State 
administration still centers here, but Is not 
averse to action that would cripple the present 
administration. Besides, there is general dis- 
satisfaction with some of the appointments 
that have been made as to the Harbor Board. 
Shipping men arc inclined to wince at the idea 
of San Francisco's vast shipping interests be- 
ing dominated by the sort of political control 
now in the saddle in this city, but as I heard 
it put, "it may not be so much worse." 
If 


there is a ready way to make the change the 
effort is likely to come nearer fruition next 
year than in the last effort. 
Water Power Fight Again 


The famous fight of last year over the water 


power bill, by the provisions of which it was 
proposed to bond the State of California in 
the sum of half a billion, is pretty sure to be 
renewed next year. There are signs to this ef- 
fect. 
"The campaign to keep the power cor- 


porations from getting control of all Cali- 
fornia's hydro-electric resources is already be- 
gun," is one sign that has appeared in the 
news columns. Some of the features that the 
electorate shied at are expected to be cam- 
ouflaged. And the disclosures that power cor- 
porations spent money with both hands to beat 
the initiative measure will be skillfully called 
attention to. The fact that proponents of the 
measure also spent money like the proverbial 
slewed sailor is not expected to be remem- 
bered. It is also relied on that the election in 
1924 will be presidential, and that many voters 
will be looking -that way instead of toward 
such a matter as bonding the State for a half- 
billion, and that the proposition may be slipped 
through, and some water properties whose 
owners want to shunt them on the State may 
find their opportunity, as well as some grudges 
be evened up. 
Drunken Auto Drivers 


The statement by Police Judge Lazarus, that 


nineteen out of twenty-four cases of automo- 
bilists, charged with driving while intoxicated, 
were dismissed in his court last month because 
of insufficient evidence Is arousing a good deal 
of attention and some indignation. 
It had 


been noticed that generally there is no follow- 
up to the frequent newspaper stories of the 
arrest of drunken men at the wheel, who en- 
danger and sometimes injure others by their ir- 
responsible driving. 
The police magistrate 


gives reasons why he ''can't do nothing" in 
most of the cases, and though some of them 
approach the hair-splitting class, the greater 
reason seems to be the failure of arresting offi- 
cers to follow xip their arrests. It doesn't ap- 
pear, but it is a fairly well-known fact, that 
this is a class of offenses of which those guilty 
are largely of a class to exercise "pulls." But 
the abuse is so pronounced that magistrates, 
police officers and all hands charged with ex- 
ecuting the law seem to realize that they will 
have to do something, and the chances are that 
tho man who "fills up" and then gets behind 
a steering wheel will not find the consequences 
as easy as they have been.

In politics this means the 
rival candidate who will not talk—who per- 
sists in not uttering himself, so that he may 
be caught up and "exposed" by his wily antag- 
onist. 
Our senior Senator, who so recently 


left this city for the national capital, is re: 
ported in a despatch as challenging President 
Coolidge to "bring his candidacy into the open, 
and enter into a straightforward fight." 
The 


Senator's challenge is embodied in a formal 
statement issued as a result of intimations that 
the President would make no direct campaign, 
but would leave the people to discern for them- 
selves. The wisdom of silence is an axiom. 
There are notable examples of Presidential as- 
pirants who talked too much. An earlier ex- 
ample is understood to have been Henry Clay. 
If James G. Elaine had been more reticent he 
might not have experienced a great disappoint- 
ment. If Coolidge fails to get there it is not 
likely to be for the reason that he was over- 
voluble, to judge from his course so jfar. 
Ashton Stevens Writes a Book 


A good many will remember Ashton Stevens. 


He is a California product. Evolving in San 
Francisco he emerged as a writer on the drama, 
its portray ers and the subjects akin. Dramatic 
critics have a style which It may be an in- 
justice to stigmatize as hackneyed, but which 
often falls into similar lines. Ashton Stevens' 
writing was different. As it is remembered 
here it was at times commendatory, tolerant, 
chaffing, ironic, sarcastic, caustic, disapprov- 
ing, excoriating, but always entertaining—ex- 
cept, probably, to those under discussion when 
the animadversion was disapproving. 
Some 


twenty years ago he flitted and San Francisco 
read him regularly no more. He has now writ- 
ten a book embodying his interviews with some 
forty thespians. As all of them without doubt 
appeared in San Francisco and are more inti- 
mately known here, perhaps, than stage celeb- 
rities are in the generalty of cities, the volume 
should read well in this latitude. It bears the 
characteristic title of "Actorviews." It is, of 
course, common knowledge that Ashton Stev- 
ens is a brother of Landers Stevens, known 
on the Pacific Coast as an actor of such nat- 
ural .abilities that wonder has been expressed 
that he has never emerged as a national, and 
even an international star. 
A New Divorce Complication 


Something different in such litigation char- 


acterized the Hilmer divorce suit the other day. 
Fred L. Hilmer Jr. married Florence Mumm 
July 10, and they finally separated October 13. 
Shortly after the marriage Hilmer brought 
suit for annulment, charging that he was 
drunk at the time of the ceremony and had 
been imposed upon. The wife' did not register 
objection, but Justice of the Peace Frank T. 
Deasy did. He performed the ceremony, and 
took the testimony of Hilmer as directly re- 
flecting on him as an official. He interrupted 
the court proceedings to deny Hilmer's state- 
ment, and said that he would demand that the 
witnesses to the ceremony be summoned, and 
if they testified that Hilmer was drunk he 
would ask that they be prosecuted for fraud. 
This put a different face on a complaisant ar- 
rangement, as husband and wife had appar- 
ently made up an agreed case. This suit was 
dismissed, but another was brought by the 
wife, and a divorce was granted by Judge Van 
Nostrand. It is seldom, indeed, that objection 
to a divorce comes in such a way.

Camilla UrsoV Music Festival 


OAKLAND, Nov. 19.—THE KNAVE : Under the 


caption, "Ye Olden.Times," you say the musical 
festival sponsored by Camilla Urso,'the violin 
virtuoso, occurred in May, 1870. 
[There was 


no date on the ancient program quoted from, 
and THE KNAVE guessed at it.] This festival 
opened February 22, 1870. It was my pleasure 
to attend this performance in company with 
my mother and brother. The anvil chorus and 
the firing of the cannon were just as you. de- 
scribed. 
On that day the cornerstone of the 


city hall, at McAllister street and. City Hall 
avenue was laid. * * Under the heading, 
"Thomas Fitch," you tell how he "broke the 
slate" by his eloquence, and W. H. H. Hart was 
nominated for Attorney-General. That is true; 
but the recital of Hart as drummer boy, carry- 
ing a despatch through a rain of leaden hail 
and thus saving the day, was fiction on the 
orator's part. Hart was not a drummer boy, . 
and I doubt if he was in action at all. I was 
a delegate to that convention and remember 
the deadlock on a candidate for governor, the 
aspirants being John F. Swift, and Generals 
Dimond and Dickinson. Swift, who was fin- 
ally nominated, gave a champagne banquet to 
the delegates at the Nadeau Hotel, which de- 
veloped into a saturnalia. 
It was reported 


that Swift's bill for refreshments and damage 
to the dining room was §10,000. This no doubt 
led to his defeat at the election.

A Knave Reminiscence 


I was also a delegate to the historic Los 


Angeles convention of 1886. It was generally 
reported that Fitch's story of the drummer boy 
carrying the despatch and saving the day was 
made up by the orator; but Fitch always main- 
tained it was repeated oratorically just as Hart 
gave it to him. As to the contestants for -the 
gubernatorial nomination, an important one is 
not mentioned by the correspondent—Chancel- 
lor Hartson. I remember the banquet at the 
Nadeau, and also that Mr. ^Swif t was dragooned 
into authorizing it; that he was surprised at 
the bill—which, by the way, was for a con- 
siderably smaller sum than the correspondent 
mentions—and was much chagrined over stories 
that got abroad as to orgies which character- 
ized it. My recollection does not coincide with 
that of the correspondent as to the cause of 
Swift's defeat. 
There were several causes. 


Chancellor Hartson of Napa was strongly 
supported, and his defeat for the nomi- 
nation chilled a large Republican contingent. 
The Grand Army of the Republic was strong 
at that time, and united for a Grand Army 
man. General Dimond received their enthusi- 
astic support. 
When he was defeated, and 


when Swift rather tactlessly gave voice, in his 
speech after his nomination, to the expression 
that the war was over, and that it was time' to 
recognize the fact, the "old soldiers" took it as 
a slap in the face, and a good many of them 
resented it at the polls. 
Then the so-called 


American movement was In white heat, due 
largely to Frank M. Pixley's 
propaganda 


through the Argonaut. Pixley and Swift had 
been lifelong friends; but because Swift failed 
to announce himself in accord with the ex- 
treme views of the proponents of it, normally 
Republicans, the guns of the Argonaut were 
trained against him, and the candidate of the 
faction favored. 
These circumstances more 


reasonably account for Swift's defeat than 
the wine orgy at the Nadeau. 
Election Results in 1886 


John F. Swift, Republican candidate for 


Governor in 1886, was defeated by a narrow 
margin, Washington Bartlett, Democratic can- 
didate, receiving a plurality of 654 votes; but 
for Lieutenant-Governor R. W. Waterman, Re- 
publican, received a plurality of 2593 over 
M. F. Tarpey, Democrat. Washington Bartlett 
died within eight months of taking office, and 
Lieutenant-Governor 
Waterman 
succeeded. 


Waterman was a miner, whom his friends liked 
to call a "rough diamond." 
He was totally 


unused to the duties of the high office'to 
•which he was called and to the amenities of 
the station in which he found himself, Jn con-r 


frequence of which he employed a "i 
„ 


•' 
• 
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hover at his elbow and tell him what to do and 
say and how to act. This personage was Mar- 
cus D. Boruck, a well known political character 
of his day, who for years had been familiar 
about the capitol as a clerk or among the of- 
ficers and attaches during legislative-sessions. 
Boruck was not noted for sinking his person- 
ality, and it was generally understood who 
was the real Governor of California for the 
remainder of the term. 
Figures Compared 


Taking account of assumptions, that appear 


from time to time, of the way in which Los 
Angeles surpasses San Francisco some figures 
that I obtained from the Controller of Customs 
.at.Scan Francisco are in point. San Francisco 
for the last fiscal year was rated fifth as to 
imports and sixth as to exports of the forty- 
nine customs districts, while Los Angeles was 
rated-seventeenth in .imports and twenty-fourth 
In exports. The total shows this comparison In 
customs'business: 
San Francisco, $157,242,- 


290; Los Angeles, ?28,991,G59. These figures 
are not presented in a gloating sense, and in 
the growing neighborly amenities need not be 
cited at all except in rebuttal—on the occa- 
sions when there is a sinister attempt to rub 
it in on how the South Is speeding away In 
general progress. Theyare figures that should 
interest those -who come from the East with 
the Idea that the South is all there is to Cali- 
fornia. 
Ballots of Other Days 


Moved by an article concerning elections and 


ballots that appeared recently on this page an 
interested reader has submitted for inspection 
a series of ballots such as were cast by the In- 
telligent voter in the simple old days. The 
most interesting are a pair that were pre- 
pared for the presidential election of 1864, 
to be voted in Oakland Township. The Repub- 
lican or "National Union" ballot is seven Inches 
long and three inches wide, printed on common 
news stock. It is headed, "We will Defend it 
Forever!" which refers to the American flag 
unfurled Immediately beneath, supported by a 
cannon rampant which has just been fired. 
Then, "For President, Abraham Lincoln; for 
Vice-President, Andrew Johnson." Following 
these, the names of candidates for electors— 
Samuel Brannan, J. G. McCallum, W. W. 
Crane, Charles Maclay and Warner Olivet 
Then, for Congress, second, distric.t, William 
Higby; for supervisor, Francis-K. Shattuck; 
for assessor, Joseph Dillon. The other is headed 
"Regular Democratic ticket." For President, 
George B. McClellan; for Vice-Presldent, 
George H. Pendleton; for electors, John T. 
Doyle, H. P. Barber, William F. White, E. J. 
Lewis and Joseph Hamilton. In this connec- 
tion it is interesting to learn from historical 
statistics that Lincoln received 62,134 votes 
in California and McClellan 43,841. 
Higby 


for congress received 23,092 votes to Coffroth's 
14,557. Some of the names other than those 
of presidential candidates have interest.' A son 
of Higby is a resident of Alameda, prominent 
in the Elk herd, and a son of Coffroth is that 
sportsman who is the magnate at Tijuana. 
Sam Brannan's name is prominently linked 
with California's.history, and in the transbay 
region J. G. McCaUam, W. W. Crane, F. K. 
Shattuck and Joseph Dillon are remembered 
by the older generation. 
Some More Ballots 


There are six other ballots, all of the elre 


regulated by the law enacted following the 
scandal of the "tapeworm" ticket, which was BO 
printed to prevent scratching. They are 11 1-2 
inches in. length, 5 inches in width, and of the 
same color and texture, and the printing is in 
"long primer" "caps" and "small caps." Two 
are for the special election of delegates to the 
Constitutional convention, which must have 
been held in 1878. 
Vignettes were permitted 


to differentiate parties. One of thesse, at the 
head of the Workingman's ticket,, consisted 
of a big boot assisting a Chinaman across the 
Pacific ocean, which was somebody's conception 
of the slogan, considerably shouted at the time, 
"The., Chinese Must Go!" 
The other was the 


"Regular Citizens' Nonpartisan Ticket," Repub- 
licans and Democrats combining. A group of 
four ballots relate to the presidential election 
of 1888'. The Republican ballot bears, a vig- 
nette with pictures of Harrison and Morton. 
This ballot should' be particularly Interesting 
to older residents of Alameda county. Besides 
the candidates for President, and -Vice:Presi- 
denf, Joseph McKenna watTthe candidate for 
Congress, and of the local offke^.W. E-Dar- 
gie was a candidate for State-senator, John 
Ellsworth for Superior Judge',, 3£"C. Chapman 
for Assemblyman, W. E. lute .for Sheriff, 
James B. Barber for Tax Collector, George W.

rado, declares that Mount Diablo 
is a dormant volcano.- Savants of 
the University of California 
and 


tho United States Geological Sur- 
vey dispute this theory. 
Says Samuel Hubbard: 
"Mount 


Diablo was formed by a mighty 
upheaval beneath what was then 
the bottom of the ocean; the erup- 
tion carried 
mollusks and 
other 


marine detritus to the Bummlt of 
tho mountain, and there they still 
remain, mutely bearing 'witness, as 
I believe, to the volcanic method 
by 
which 
Mount 
Diablo 
was 


formed. 
"The phases of rock formation 


near the top of Mount Diablo con- 
vinced me at an early stage of my 
Investigation that 
the

waa once an active volcano; and

It is to be kept clean ami holy, for 
there are today, 'in spite of the persistence of 
races to make war upon one another, more rea- 
sons for returning thanks Hum ever before. 


Out of that war which is not yet ended a lid

Silver fought another good fight 


In the World War. 
In 1018 the 


allied armies were battling desper- 
ately. Every available man was on 
the fighting line. One of. the things 
the allies needed was Jute; gunny 
sacking- Is another name for Jute. 
There is only one jilaco in the 
world to get jute—India. Patient- 
ly the British 
government 
had 


taught the natives that silver cer- 
tificates were as good as silver, hut 
by 1918 the British 
government, 


by1 jute purchases, had withdrawn 
near all the sliver used to back 
these certificates. Germany learn- 
ed this and began propaganda In 
India. 
A run on Indian banks 


would have destroyed the confi- 
dence of the natives In Britain and 
thrown India In revolt. 


Silver must be found somewhere 


to save India., and possibly to save 
the allies. Supplies ot mined sllY«r 
had been exhausted. 
There was 


only one big source of silver, the 
vaults of United States' treasury. 
Hero great piles of sliver dollars 
backed our silver certificates.

United 
States sold it gladly.

?400,000,000 worth of sliver dol- 
lars were melted and sent to In- 
dia, Inter to be replaced

PEK10NNIAL HAY FEVER 
One thing about hay fever—It Is 


more seasonable than the seasons 
have been lately. 
Hay fever, or 


better, polllnosis (for other pollens 
than that of hay 
are most fre- 


quently responsible for it), begins 
each year at a certain time, that 
Is, when the Pollen which- is to 
blame in the individual case is ripe 
and floating In the air. The trouble 
passes away for the season at the 
end of the pollination period of the 
particular weed or plant. In some 
cases the attack comes early in the 
spring, in others In 
midsummer, 


and in still others not until au- 
tumn, according to the pollination 
period of the weed or plant which 
is to blame. Pollens of the various 
grasses cause the spring hay fever 
in 
most 
parts of 
the 
country, 


though some cases are caused by 
sheep 
sorrel, swamp 
alder, the 


docks, elm, oak. 
The fall fever la 


due mostly to the ragweeds, Rus- 
sian thistle, wormwood, coclclebur, 
etc. 


When ft condition purporting- to 


be hay fever occurs In -midwinter 
or continues long after 
frost, It 


Isn't hay fever at all. There 1* no 
such thing as perennial hay fever.

season, la chronic

ethmoid is pretty well back in the 
head. 
Chronic 
ethmoid 
sinusitis 


has masqueraded In countless cases 
an ''catarrh," especially 
when a 


fetid discharge Is present. It 
has 


been the condition underlying many 
cases of polyps In the nose. 
It has 


caused "run down condition" with- 
out enough -><>sal trouble to arouse 
the patient's interest or even the 
physician's suspicion. It has been 
responsible 
for, 'rany 
cases of 


chronic arthritis. And it Is the real 
trouble In many cases of unsea- 
sonal "hay fever." 


When there is much annoyance 


from dry ness of the throat, nasal 
obstruction, perhaps some heartache 
or dull pain between the eyes and 
at the root of the nose, perhaps 
"kernels" in the 
neck 
(inflamed 


lymph nodes), perhaps some puru- 
lent discharge from the noso, an 
examination of the 
ethmoid and 


other paranasal sinuses Is always 
necessary, particularly in adoles- 
cents. Yet too often such examina- 
tion Is not made, because the vie- 
time is complacent or the doctor 
acquiescent.

BETRiyS SKILL 


OF GOOD DRIVER 


Quiet Action Accomplished 


by Balancing Speed of 


Car With Engine. 


By ERWIN GREEK, 


(President Grcer College of. Auto- 


motive Engineering, ChloHRO.) 
Quiet gear shifting Is the unmis- 
takable mark of the good automo- 
bile driver. It la an art not difllcult 
of mastering, but it IB nevertheless 
surprising the number of motorists 
who, though they have driven for 
years, are still careless of this point, 
and whose efforts to change gears 
create a disturbance equal to a con- 
crete mixer in full operation. 
Onco you understand the theory 
of firear shifting, the accomplish- 
ment is much easier. Quiet shift- 
ing Is accomplished by balancing: 
the speed of the car with that of 
the 
eng-ine. 
When 
gears 
are 
changed, two gears, one driven by 
the clutch and tho other connected 
with 
the 
final 
drive, must be 
meshed. 
If their speeds are nearly 
alike, they will slldo together with- 
out clashing. 
When tho car Is running ld!e, the 
driven gear Is stationary. To mesh 
smoothly the clutch gear should 
also be stationary. This is accom- 
plished bX pushing hard down on 
the clutch, which Js stopped from 
spinning by the clutch brake. Them 
the low gear can be brought into 
mesh noiselessly. 
When shifting from low into a 
hitjher gear, throw tho clutch out 
hard and 
pause 
slightly before 
shifting. 
In shifting down to a lower grear 
many motorists encounter difficulty. 
To make a quiet shift It Is neces- 
sary to speed up the clutch gear. 
One way to accomplish this Is by 
the "double shift." That is, throw 
out the clutch, put the gear In neu- 
tral, let in clutch and speed motor, 
and then throw out clutch again 
and shift to the lower gear. ' A 
more simples method Is to exert 
some pressure on the shift lever 
before you 'touch the clutch, then 
gently 
press 
down . clutch, Just 
enough to release gear, then com- 
plete the shift quickly.

Three. 
Yes, three Is the correct answer. 
JIany drivers, especially those who 
never drive in hilly regions, do not 
know it, but every car has three 
braking1 systems. 
They are the service brake, the 
emergency brake and the engine. 
The engine, though the most ef- 


foctive and most economical of the 
three brakes, is the least used. En- 
gineers of the Chandler company 
say that the coming of the traffic 
transmission, the

VALUABLE TO TRUCKS. 
Truck masters all know the ad- 
Tantages of using the engine for 
this purpose. 
A truck, weighing 
more than eleven tons, with body 
and load, is not to be trifled with 
on ft long down grade. The effort 
reaulreff to control Its descent of a 
mile long hill is sufficient to burn 
up Its brako .linings, if the brakes 
alono were to be depended upon. 
Therefore, the driver shifts from 
high to second, or even to low gear, 
before beginning the descent. 
The action of the engine Is Just 
Ilka that of a governor, preventing 
the vehicle from exceeding a cer- 
tain speed. 
Try this out yourself 
some day. Note how easily you can 
push your car, with gears In neu- 
tral, on a level eurface. Then try 
It In high gear. You may be able 
to move It, but the resistance will 
b« considerable. 
Then engage low 
gear; you will soon give up your ef- 
fort to move the car by main 
strength. 


Descending a hill In f?ear means 
that 
you 
are 
forcing 
gravity, 
through the action of the transmis- 
sion and the gearing, to spin the 
eTiglne continuously. In high gear 
the engine is turned slowly. In low 
the engine must turn correspond- 
ingly faster. 
But this uses up so, 
much power that the 
resistance 


quickly equals the pull of gravity, 
and the speed of the descent is 
governed positively by this balance 
of power. 
REASON FOR JVEGLECT. 
The reason the braking power of 
the engine is neglected by most 
drivers is that they are unable to 
shift freely into a lower gear. High 
gear is not effective on a grade of 
any steepness, so most drivers use 
the brakes 
continuously to hold 
down the speed, rather than risk 
an attempt to shift into second. 
Many accidents have been caused 
by the driver's failure to complete 
the shift 
from 
high to second, 
which 'eaves -the car without any 
restraint except that afforded by the 
brakes. Hence the rule of safety— 
shift into second gear before begin- 
ning the descent. 
With the 1924 traffic transmlsr 
sion, second and low gears can be 
engaged at any time during the de

Al- 
most invariably the cities ivhrrc 
traflic Is most congested are tho.se 
v.-hcro traJllc Is lightest, ami re- 
strictions excessive.

TICK OLD MECHANIC SAYS:

Driver locked his brakes 
and didn't slop ns flulcfcly as he 
usually did when he wasn't so nn.\- 
lotis to.

"When I spoke to the engineer 


ho explained tj.»f a car will always 


stop Quicker If you apply tho brakes 
Just short of lockiu' the wheels. 
Said this was duo to the fact that 
the rollln' friction between the road 
and tho tires is Static friction, 
which he explained ns friction of 
rest. Ho added that this kind of 
friction Is always greater than fric- 
tion of motion (kinetic friction) 
and Is therefore tho best kind for 
quick stoppln'. 


"That sounds like heavy stuff, but 
it's really aulto simple. 
When a 
tire is in'cotitact with tlie road It is 
harder to slide than when It has 
started slidln' because tlie little de- 
pressions nnrt Irregularities that 
make for friction have more chance 
to hold. "A wheel that Is rolllu" 
makes the same sort of contacts as 
when standln' still, and therefore 
Its friction Is the sume. So long as 
you don't lock the wheels you can 
take advantage of this rollln', or 
static, friction to help stop the car. 


"Once, you lock the wheels, how- 
ever, the tires start slidln' over the 
road and offer less resistance. When 
tills happens the engineer says you 
ought to release the brake and ap- 
ply It less severely. 
This restores 


the. rollln' frietlon, hclpln' you stop 
quicker and without sklddin'." 


TWO TRAFFIC THICKS. 


Traffic officers sometimes mako 


mistakes and often fall to catch the 
motorist's signals,

It's risky 
business lo assume that the officer 
doesn't "get you." 
In some cities 


the regulations are that at certain 
hours of tho tJuy tratllc shall be 
kept off certain streets, with tlie re- 
sult that the olHcers are forced to 
say, "Go 
this way," .when they 


know perfectly well that you want 
to go straight ahead.

the persistency of the officer in di- 
recting you where you don't want 
to go is a gentle hint that what you 
want to do is forbidden.

"Aly point," said Gargan, "re- 


volves around the old argument 
that came up after a "long- discus- 
sion several years a^o, when there 
waa some talk about abolishing 
thia rule.

This rale has 
been In vogue so long that I am 
certain, in spite of the 
agitation 
started last winter by numerous 
coaches, it will remain. The ob- 
jectors, in most 
every 
instance, 


were coaches who ipst games by 
the single point scored. 
"The only change in the old rule 
is thnt the point may now be made 
by throwing a forward pass or by 
actual scrimmage being added to 
the placement and drop kick for 
the point. It Is too good a rule to 
throw out and I am certain that, 
In spite of tho fact that the rules 
committee has, in a measure, put 
the rule on trial this year, it will 
remain.

cisco, tha second United States sur- 
veyor general 
of California, and 


*me of the group1 that ''bought the 
3and from1 PC ra Ha to lay out what 
la now the city of Oakland. 
The 


\vell-lcnown engineer, John 
Hays 


Hammond, is a descendant of his 
Bister. 


The story of his exploits would 


fill a good-sized volume. Born 
in 


^Tennessee, he roved to Texas while 
still a boy, a.nd at the age of nine- 
teen joined the United States army 
on the Brazos river. His command - 
iuit selected him for the daring and 
jn.-rilous duties of a spy, dangerous 
rmuigh in ordinary warfare, but 
ii<Hibly.so against enemies like tho 
Oherokees, Comanches and Mexi- 
can guerillas, who ignored all rules 
of civilized warfare. 


He first identified himself with 


Colonel Smith's regiment, engaged 
in fighting the Mexican guerillas. 
Me was one of a scouting party or 
^5 sc-.nt out toward the Mexican 
town of Laredo. They were within 
two or three miles of 
the 
town 


vrhen a force of 80 Mexicans rushed 
out and .attacked them. With 
the 


Mexicans in hot pursuit, the Amerr 
leans retreated to 
a 
growth of 


bushes. 
The -Mexicans surrounded 


the place, called upon them to sur- 
render, and made bloody threats 
»f what they would do when 
tho- 


Americans did surrender. 
There 


V?as no reply to these threats, nor 
to the volleys of bullets sent into 
fho brush. The Mexicans dissnount- 
ijedl and approached within 40 or 50 
tft-avrta nnd then Smith gave 
tho 


j order to fire. Twenty Mexicans fell 
In the fusillade. The rest turned to 
fly. but a majority of thorn were 
•taUoa prisoner. This was long be- 
fore tho Mexican war, but 
the 


guerilla warfare maintained 
bV 


B'exican forces osi the border war 
functioned by th; Mexican gover*- 


i-ongingr for 


pining for more excitement than an 
occasional brush -with the Mexicans 
would afford, Hays transferred to 
Colonel Karnes' command, -which 
had been assigned to fight the Indi- 
ans. One . of his additional duties 
was th« surveying of lands, and it 
was while at the head of a. survey- 
ing party of four or five that he 
•was captured by a large force of 
Cherokee Indians. Hays and tola 
party could have escaped -were it 
not that they were unwilling to 
sacriftca to his'fate 
their 
little 
chain-bearer, who was unable .to 
keep up with them in their flight. 


Despite the' overwhelming pre- 


ponderance of the Cherokees, Hays, 
.with his 
accustomed 
intrepidity, 


counseled his companions not to 
give up their firearms. One of his 
party was a negro who understood 
Cherokee, and'he secretly imparted 
to Mays tho meaning of what the 
'Indians were saying. They-were fly- 
ing from a still larger party of 


s 


ComancKes, 
and, 
having 
their 


hands full with their red foes, were 
apprehensive of bringing down up- 
on themselves the wrath of 
tha 
Americans in Ban Antonio, 
In 
a 


lesser degree, 
they 
feared 
jLhe 


•weapons in the hands of Hays and 
his company. 
' 
Fortified by 
this 
knowledge, 


Hays boldly demanded their free- 
dom. That the Indians had not ye't 
definitely decided that they wanted 
no trouble with the whites is ev- 
idenced by the fact that they made 
another attempt to get possession 
of the Hays party's weapons. But 
Hays solemnly assured them that 
the first Cherokee to lay hand on 
a weapon would die. He had a con- 
vincing way. -They believed him and 
released him and" hig mates in the 
afternoon of the sscond day's cap- 
tivity. 
The danger of the whites 


may be inferred from the fact that 
one man's black hair turned gray 
during that brief time. But that 
man wasn't Hays. 
It was in l'S40 that Texas, too 


poor for a regular army, decided 
upon a force of 75 Rangers. Hays, 
but 23 ysars old, was niado comi_ 
mander. Men of high -reputations 
and much longer experience, 
and 


•yen officers of the United State* 


s»rnvy would hav« been glad of the 
place, but Hays' good services-as a 
scout and epy, hi» enviable 
re- 


nown for bravery, daring and en- 
"durance, his skill in commanding 
men, and his success \n opposing" 
Mexicans and Indians won him 
the preference. Although embrac- 
ing but 75 at first, the number of 
Rangers rosa as high on occasion 
aa 600. 
Hays and his men furnished their 


own arms, horses, everything ex- 
cept ammunition, which the gov- 
ernment supplied. Bach man was 
armed with 
a 
rifle 
pictol and 


knife. He carried a Mexican blank- 
et, tied behind his saddle and 
a 


•wallet containing salt and ammuni- 
tion and, perhaps, a little panola 
or parched corn, spiced and sea- 
soned, to ally thirst. With this out- 
fit the Ranger was equipped for 
months in the field. 
His 
saddle 


served for a pillow, his blanket for 
tent and bedding. Game furnished 
his main supply. When his palate 
craved anything beyond, he took It 
from the stores of routed Mexteans. 
'Thus lived jn Spartan simplicity 


tho^Te*ns Ranger, and with Spar- 
tan bravery and stoicism, 
faced 
daogez, yh% jtHnt •* 


Cofow? Jack Hays 


ttoat danger may bo inferred frora 
th* fact that of. the 140 young men 
in San Antonio during the year in 
which the Rangers were organized.- 
100 were killed. And i» every year 
«f theft- service of building up and 
protecting the commonwealth of 
Texas, .fully halt the number of th» 
Rangers 
gave 
up 
their 
lives.- 


Throughout this period of deadly 
slaughter. Hays seemed to bear a 
charmed existences He was wound- 
ed but thrice. 


Once on a scouting expedition at 


the bead 'at twelve men, he came 
•upon a party of twelve Comanche 
Bcouts, three or four miles from 
their main camp. He surprised tha 
Indians by suddenly rising up with- 
in 60 or 80 yardo of them. They fled. 
to a dogwood thicket, in the -midst 
of which -three oaks and a log 
furnished good shelter.- Hays dis- 
mounted his meriv a'ttai'Statftiriied 
them around the thicket, and, tak- 
ing with him but two men, entered 
it. An arrow discharge killed one . 
and seriously 
injured."' the other, 
and Hays, wounded in the finger, 
dragged the hurt men out, and to 
a place of safety. Then, armed with. 
a double-barreled shotgun and a. 
pistol, he re-entered the thicket 
alone. Three 
savages, - advancing 
upon 
; him. had come within fifteen 


feet, when he killed two with his 
shotgum 'Reserving the pistol for 
an ' emergency ' he" again left the 
tKicket, .procured a Yager rifle, 
and returned |o it again. 


~- Resuming, the combat, he fought 
three 
hours. 
Arrows fell thick 
about him, but the density, of the- 
thicket and his fretraent .changes 
of position protected him. Thus he 
killed- all but .one Comanche. This 
one, armed with a gun, and . con- 
cealed behind a. log, proved . tha 
most 
formidable of all. 
In the 
dense. brush, Hays endearvoi-ed, by 
frequent changes of position, to 
cover 'the' savage with his rifle. 
His persistency was at length re- 
garded. The Indian upreared him- 
sejf from behind the log, and their 
shots rang out simultaneously. The 
Comanche's 
bullet 
grazed Hays* 


shoulder, and Hays' ball killed the 
Comanche. 
But what was -regarded as the 


fiercest contest that ever took place 
In Texas was the fight at Cista'a 
Creek, when Hays, at the head of 
fifteen men, routed 76 veil-armed 
and well-mounted savages, killing 
31 and 
wounding most 
of 
the 


others. 
In 1842 General Wall, a French- 


'man, aY the head of 1600 picked- 
Mexican troops and a force of ar- 
tillery, invaded Texas and demand- 
ed the surrender of San Antonio. 
Major Havs was there, but most of: 
his rangers 
were scattered else- 


where. He organized a force of 60 
men and beat back the first attack 
of the Mexican-, who then sent in 
a flag of truce, demanding that he 
be delivered to them, and promis- 
ing safety and protection to tha 
San Antonians if the demand were 
complied with. 
The situation appeared hopeless, 
and Hays and one companion, dis- 
guised 
in Mexican blankets and 


hats, rode undetected through the 
Mexican lines in the gray of dawn. 
Hays dispatched "his comrade to the 
settlements on the Guadalupe, 35 
miles away, but remained behind 
himself, frequently passing through 
the Mexican camp under cover of 
darkness and noting the prepara- 
tions being made for attack. Eight 
days later he was joined by 200 
men from the Quadalupe, whom he 
secretly led into the town. 
Next day he' showed part of this 


force to the Mexicans and thus se- 
duced them into ambuscade. Not 
a shot was wasted by Hays or--hJ»

We decided to 'attack imniedi-'

Down 
the .river 
bank, 


through the draws, up into the 
timber .we .circled at a trot. It was 
hard golngt but. we were pressed 
for time. 
At last we came out 


on a wooded point a quarter of a 
mile above the bears, and rested. 
We knew they were about to finish 
their morning feeding and go up 
into the forest to lay up for the 
day. 
So we watched

In 
seclusion. 


We waxed pur bowstrings and 


put the finishing touches on our 
arrow-heads with a file. 


Slowly the bears mounted the 


focHhills, heading for a large patch 
of snow, where Frost thought they 
would lie down to cool before en- 
tering tho woods. It seems their 
winter coats make them very sus- 
ceptible to heat, and though the 
sun had come out pleasantly for us, 
H wns Loo hot for them. There was 
an old female, and three half grown 
cubs In their third year, all looking 
big enough for any museum group. 


At last they settled down and 


began to nuzzle the snow.

on the opposite side, and come up 
on our quarry over the crest.

on each-side of Frost, abreast with 
him. Near .the top Ned took out a 
green s'ilk; handkerchief and-floated 
it in the gentle breeze' to see" if the 
wind had'changed.

was perfect, eo far! Now, stooping 
low, we crept-to the very ridge

It is not likely. There is too much 
of it left.

ies of the few remaining pioneers, 
the more one marvels at the truly 
diversified 
types that 
must have 


come hero in those early days. 
Personally, 
after 
having read 


many, listened to many others, and 
scanned countless photographs, I 
have fully reached the conclusion 
t h a t both contending parties are 
right- 
' 
" 
As far as the mines are concern- 
ed, ;ew jn«-n trP&r expected to be- 
come professional r.-iners, or even 
semi-permanent 
citizens 
of 
any 


mining camp. They came with the 
intention of rotting out again just 
as soon an they.had gathered in 
enough sold nuggets to make them 
independent of •vvork for the rest 
f>f their lives. They did not bring 
wife or sweetheart out with them 
because there was no reason to sub- 
ject,her to those hardships, nor to 
the dangers that she would natur- 
ally encounter in a strange, unset- 
tled country. 
Besides, she would 
but '-elay the game and just that 
much time would be lost. 
So wife 
or sweetheart was left behind, to 
look forward to a reunion within a 
year, when the embryo Monte Cris- 
to would retur 
with a barrel of 
£old dust.

• ' 
Many people, even native Call- 


fornians, somehow labor under the 
mistaken 
impression that 
there 
were fow, if any American women 
in California before 1850; a most 
erroneous impression, for there 
were many exceptionally fine Am- 
erican 
ladles 
here 
before 
that 


period, many haying come out Ipng 
before the gold discovery; ladies 
Who had accompanied their fathers 
or husbands to this country for the 
purpose 
of 
permanently settling 


here as fathers or store keepers. 
These women found conditions 
here much as they would have 
found them upon any frontier, with 
the possible exception that the cli- 
mate here was most heavenly. They 
found the men hardy, virile, fear- 
IPSS, and very courteous. The ladies 
of the native Spanish families were 
of the highest type, cordial, hos- 
pitable and delightfully entertain- 
ing and unbelievably generous. 
Tho American women, on the 


other hand, were most 
gracious, 


•womanly, 
neighborly, 
vronderful 


housekeepers and exemplary moth- 
ers. 
The two nationalities mixed 


freoly and frankly. 
Such were so- 


cial conditions when'gold was dis- 
covere \. 
mi a certain extent, these early 


families had littles to do with that 
first mad 
influx of gold seekers. 
They rather held "'iof from them, 
and kept more closely to their own 
fl*">side. 
It was not until a year or 
two later, when other families be- 
gan to arrive from the east, that 
they began to assimilate. 
I remember one evening at the 


Panama-Pacific exposition sitting 
on a bench In the Court of Honor 
discussing ear.y San Francisco with 
Juanlta Raj irez. daughter of Juan 
Fuller, who put up tho fourth little 
•hack 
in 
the 
village of Terba 
Buena. 


She was a marvelous w.oman and 
her memory was as clear as crystal. 
It was on the flth of Septem' er 
and we had just 
ent to the cafo 
deposit vonlt the VIoget painting 6f 
Yerba Jrfuena as it w 
1837. 


As the crowd surged around us 


wne atighingly "pmarked: "Do you 
know, nil these 
people 
circling 


round and. round, not knowing just • 
where they want to go, reminds mo 


of the fall of 1849 here, and they 
almost make me have the sar-o de- 
sire now that 1 had then, and that 
Is to flee to some placo where they 
cannot find me. 
"That fall was a dangerous one 
for decent'girls In San Francisco; 
there were many splendid men but 
also —any villianous, disreputable 
fellows who feared nothing. Fath- 
er kept a small cafe with a bar on 
one side. 
All kinds of men came 
to It. Listening to these nip- talk 
would often send shivers up my 
spine, the oaths'they flung'but on 
every breath were bloo^l -curdling 
and vile. 


"But, child like, even though w« 


did not know what many of them 
meant, we would lisU.. with our 
ear to tht «oor w" never we had a 
eafp opportunity. 


"But one day father opened that 
door unexpectedly and what hap- 
pened Impressed us for many days 
with the fact that little girls should 
.be seen but should not hear. 


The next Sunday found us all 
astride horses, bound for Monterey. 
I was nearly thirteen and father 
Was taking no chances. 
At Mon- 
terey we found it much better. The 
priests there looked after our wel- 
1'are. 
But many sailors began to 


come into port. 
Mother saw that 


we youngsters were not much safer 
there on the streets than in San 
Francisco, BO we went out on a 
ranch near Salinas. Hero we stayed 
until the next summer, when things 
had so settled down here that fath- 
er allowed us to come back, 


"But the danger was really as 
great as ever, which Is the reason 
that father-readily gave his consent 
to my marriage, to young Ramirez. 
He 
wag 21, I 
waa 13. 
Father 


thought I would be safer if I waa 
married. 
Many 
other 
parents 


thought the same thing of their 
daughters Just at that time, though 
they did not-, so' p.ublicly express - 
themselves. 
To quite an extent, ' 


that was the reason of so many 
early marriages at that time." 


So much for San Francisco and 


its young ladies in 1849. Up in the 
mines it was different; there were 
no families there that first year, 
with possibly one or two exceptions. 
With Christmas came also great 
lonesomeness 
to 
the 
heartsick 
miner. Heavy rains prevented 
from working. There were but two 
places to spend his time, in hi» 
little cabin alongside a smoky fire- 
place, «r in the nearest dance hall 
or saloon, or possibly playing cards 
with his partner. 


Whole camps at that tirue con- 
tained not one woman, many not 
even -a dance hall girl. 
All the 
dances were danced by men, half 
acting the part of girls by wearing 
a strip of calico tied around their 
head, or little ribbons tied In bow 
knots at the end of their whiskers. 
Many fantastic dresses were de- 
signed and worn by slim young fel- 
lows-who outdid Julian Eltinge in 
feminine blanlshments. The more 
successful they were the more free 
drinks came their way. 
; 
For hilariousness, and a general 
disregard of social ethics, this first 
Christmas in the mines exceeded 
all others. The miner was intense- 
ly homesick. No usual dissipation 
would take at ay that feeling of 
extreme 
lonesomeness, 
so 
they 
went to excess in their drinking 
and carousing. . 
In judging the miner of that year, 
two facts must always be borne'in 
mind; first, that he was away from 
home and friends and very lone- 
some; and secondly, that he usual- 
ly had more money to spend in a 
week than he had had in a year 
back 
home. 
Ready money and 


lonesomeness, adjacent to a dance 
hall with cheery ilghts and con- 
vivlal companionship, were what 
made the forty-nine mining camp 
such fertile ground for reformation 


by the t^pfl women when they did' 
finally arrive on the ground. 


Naturally, the first women In the 


mining eamps were usually dance 
hall girls, at first Mexican, later 
Spanish, and then a general mix- 
ture. 
Many were but the fallen 


women of that day, many were of 
gentle births but gone astray. It is 
this tytfe that Bret Harte loved to 
play up In his romances, and many 
•were well worthy of that honor. 


Among tho first girls of the dance 


hall .type were a lot of young Hebes 
from Paraguay; r'eally 
beautiful 


young creatures, dark hair, black, 
flashing eyes, full of fun and de- 
cidedly amorous when spiritually 
Incited. When they landed 
from 
thei. vessel, they were the center 
of attraction; eagerly the crowd in- 
quired their destination. Great waa 
the ' L nticlpatlon for that evening. 
The place was crowded'with eager 
and wealthy miners. 
. Word had gone out that these 
girls were a better class; they did 
not smoke, they did not chew, and 
they were loving, »o loving. 
• -•Many wore the wonderful stories 
told of the girls that afternoon, but 
one story so characteristic had been

totally overlooked, a national on* 
at that. 
These girl- «Id not chew, but 
they, like all the Paraguari girls of 
that time, constantly kept In their 
mouth a roll- of 
moist 
tobacco 
leaves about two inches long, look, 
ipg much like a monstrous worm, 
which they continually sucked, but 
4id not chew. 
/ 
'Among the stories that wem'rife 
that afternoon 
was »n« that in 
Paraguay every time a man is In- 


troduced to a girl she must, kiss 
him. That sou ded good. The young 
sports arranged for a new introduc- 
tion for every dan j. 
The girls were a delight to the 


eye, but the kisses were not forth- 
coming until they had first had 
their dance .nd a drink. Lovingly 
they cuddled up to the miner as 
they glided over the floor, be in 
his hea. y boots, she in her satin 
flippers. Lovingly, after the drink, 
did shj open up her mouth, and 
with her two dainty fingers, reach 
in, get hold of that delicious two- 
inch roll of hot,', moist chocolate- 
colored tobacco, hang it gracefully 
over her ear and pucker up her 
lips for the hot, passionate kiss that 
she felt was coming her way. 
Many a young man fresh from 
the east, full of enthusiasm and 
fire, suddenly found himself de- 
prived of his amorous desires, and 
made a bee line for the nearest 
exi- 
The Maids-of-Paragua. soon be- 
came a drug in the market as far 
as the white man was concerned, 
despite the fact that they had tem- 
porarily at least, reformed many 
a man. 
Up 10 1851, only a limited num- 
ber of women had arrived in the 
mining districts. In Calaveras coun- 
ty, with its 17,000 men, there were 
but some 250 women, and those 
Included all classes. 
; 
In some of the larger camps a 
number of Spanish: families • spent 
the "Uriimer of 1850. The ladies of 


these families were of the highest 
type and did i.iuch to entertain the, 
better class of miners 'and mcr-' 
chants. They held minor fandangoes 
at their homes, and their presence 
in the camps was very beneficial, 
white it lasted. It wa • particularly 
noticeable that the young men be- : 
gan to pe:"- up In their appearance, 
some even appearing clean shaven, 
with clothes neatly mended, boots 
cleane:., and a "gay colored sash 
around their waist. 


In the,'all of 1851 Editor Kem- 
ble of the Alta expresses the pre- 
vailing- sentiment: 


"Some 
two 
months 
ago 
the 
cheering intelligence reached this 
far of-" land that a ship with the 
pretty 
name of "Angelique" was 


about to sail from New York .with 
a precious cargo 
or 
respectable

states, all coming here, and coming

For a few. days,, joy sat upon

All 
would be different. 
Hoes 
were brought in and the cabin floor 
carefully leveled, a. plentiful supply 
of good sharp sand 
brought up 
that the pots and pans might ap- 
pear spotless. The leaky ^places in 
the roof'were mended. Dirty clothes 
were washed two months ahead of 
time. 
Whiskers 
were 
carefully 
trimm'jl. Everybody was ready to 
put in a claim for the youngest and' 
prettiest. Many made special trips 
to San Francisco for tho 'purpose. 
The "Angelique" arrived. 
The 


crowd at the wharf would have 
done credit to the arrival of a 
champion pugilist. 
The excitement was intense as 
passenger after -passenger disem- 
barked. Finally came the. breath- 
less ,rumer. "Here they come!" And 
there {Key, came. 


Many, were ' the blighted hopes 


effectively di owned that night In 
Kentucky 
dew, 
many; were the 
"never-agains" 
registered . before, 
morning,-for"down that gang-plank 
name but four -ladies,, all. either 
married, or as Kemble naively' put . 
it. "Passed that age where a matri- 


monial alliance would be 'tempi 
ing." 
But Kemble was not discouraged: 
"It's not good 
for man to be 
alone. Time always proves it. He 
becomes testy, irritable, hard to get 
along with. Woman has ever been 
to man his other self. In joy she 
has passed with him In sunshine 
and beauty through the world. In 
sorrow she has mingled her pearly 
tears with his. The humanizing and 
refining influence of woman has 
been acklowledged 
all 
over the 


world, no society con grow and 
prosper with true)and finer feelings 
of nature properly developed unless 
her hand ha« been used and her 
bright example shown In moulding 
them. 
"We 'want an emigration of re- 


spectable families 
to 
California, 
rosy-cheeked "down-east" Yankee 
girls; of stout, Hoosier and Badger 
lassies, who -hall be wives to .our 
farmers and mechanics, and moth- 
ers 
to a 
generation 
of 
native 


Yankee Callfornians. 
"We want amongst us females of 


every grade of social position, so 
that they be good, true women. 
"With the ..itroduction of such 


an influence, the charms of the 
gaming tablt and tippling shops 
would be -'orgotten, and the hard- 
working laborer and miner, 
the 


mechanic or farmer, or the thrifty 


• merchant, would work and toil on 
with renewed hope and vigor. 
"A more settled, and a more con- 
tented state of society would ensue. 
In the Atlantic states are a surplus 
of girls. We need tham out here. In 
the eastern factories aro amiable, 
virtuous, and well educated girls 
who work from daylight till dark 
in, -dim nad- dingy cotton factories,- 
deafened 
by 
the eternal din of 


whirling 
spindles 
and 
dashing 


shuttles. 


"Others work long hours sewing, 
and they eret but a bare pittance 
grudgingly paid them. 
••; 


"How much better it would be 


for those girls to come here in hun- 
dreds to California, to come here 
with the intention 
of becoming 


Californlans, and of making this 
their home; becoming wives of our 
miners, laborers and mechanics. 
"Who will devise a plan to bring 


out a few cargoes of respectable 
women to California?" 
The paper carrying this editorial 
had a tremendous sale. Every sin- 
gle man that could get a copy sent 
it back east, and its work was very 
effective. 
The Sonoma Herald, In the early 
part of 1854. sums up some of the 
results of the propaganda sent east 
during the preceding three years. 


"We are gratified 
to see euch 
marked improvement In the society 
of our little city the past year. As 
evidence, 
look 
how last Sunday 


compared with pa-t years. 
"In past years, on this sacred 
day, might be seen a fantastically 
dressed M xican clown preceded by 
a shockingly bad band, parading 
the streets and notifying the citiz- 
ens of a bull and bear fight about 
to come off. 
"Now, instead, at the same time 


of the day, trodps of rosy faced, 
quiet, orderly children are seen re- 
turning 'from Sunday school, and 
well dressed men and women are 
on their way to the house of wor- 
ship. We can boast now of five 
churches, 
all 
well • attended, a 
good evidence of an advanced- state 
of .civilization.- 
' 


"In past years, on this same day. 


the city was crowded with the in- 
habitant* of surrounding 
camps, 


quarreling, 
fighting, 
drinking, 
swearing, squandering and losing 
their hard earned 
money of the 
past weok at the gambling table, 
or at sowe low brothel. 


"Now, 
although not such as could 
be wished, things are changed. The 
day is regarded by the public gen- 
erally, more as one of rest from the 
labor of the week, and not as a 
day of debauchery and .Issipation. 
"What 
has caused 
this great 


change in 
public sentiment? To 
wht-t else can we attribute it to 
but to the presence o woman, vir- 
tuous, pure, sympathizing woman, 
whose influence is as effective in 
the formation of public character 
as it is felt In the domestic circle; 
the great controller of public opin- 
ion, without 
-horn society is dull 


and existence « blank. 
"The very considerable accesion 


to our population in the last year 
of some 
of the fairest portion of 


Clod's creation Is a source of in- 
tense gratification to all, and we 
Indulge In the pleasurable antici- 
pation that the coming yrar will 
furnish a still larger number." 


It was my pleasure not long since 
to taik to some of these very ladies 
whom the editor mentions In his 
editorial of March 25, 1854, and I 
agree with him in his estimate of 
these young ladles, even though 
time has silvered their hair a lit- 
ti», and added a little wrinkle to 
the corner of tho eye, but llm« 
has ;-ot yot taken away the twinkle, 
nor the loyalty of these good ladles. 
It will take somethln? besides time 
to do that. 
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Old-Time Trail Out 
of Texas to Ranges 
in the North Still 
Lure Romanticists 
O 


F 
the 
dimming trails . of 


other days in the old west 
none survives in 
memory 


.with more glamor of romance than 
the old Texas Trail, over which the 
long-horn cattle of the southwest 
were driven from the Guadalupe 
river as far north, almost, as the 
Canadian line to stock the great 
grass ranges or the central west 
and the northwest and transform a 
\nst buffalo country Into an enor- 
mous cattle and sheep breeding 
ranee. 
For a decade and a half, 


from about 3870 to 1885, the Texas 
trail had its days ot glory and 
served its purpose. Then came the 
"nester" 
with 
his 
wire 
fences 


firound the water holes, and state 
quarantine laws, and the trail was 
closed to the longhorns and the 
cowpunchers. 
Today It lives only 


In 
the .memories of a few fast- 
disappearing, grizEled veterans of 
the cow days. 
At. the- cow man's 


conventions that have succeeded 
.the old roundups you may occa- 
sionally hear a couple of the old 
cattle men living over the trail days 
again, and if you listen you are 


. cowpunchers, 
usually 
the 
latter 
number. Two of these rode on the 
lead, or point, two on the flanks, 
two on the swing, and two "drag" 
drivers. 


At his cattle ranch in Fergus 


county, Montana, known as the 
"Three Deuce'; because 
of 
his 


brand, lives E. C. Abbot, better 
known as 
"Teddy 
Blue." who 
^ is' 
probably the foremost living 


authority on the Texas trail and 
its history. 


"I learned all the arts of the cow- 


puncher in 1871 from Sam Bass, a 
noted train robber, who worked on 
my father's ranch," said Abbott, in 
talking over old times on the range. 
"Sam Bass, although a road agent 


*» and bad man, was Quite a po'pular 
figure among 
cowpunchers, and 


after his career was cut short the 
well known cowboy song that was 
sung on every cattle range In 
America was composed. 
.''It recited in much detail the 


various exploits of SanC"and like- 
wise his tragic ending. , -".; 


"Life on the 'trail ' in the early 


7C> wasn't exactly a bed of roses. 
The boys would start north with 
from 1500 to 2000 cattlenhat were 
wild as buffaloes and take them a 
thousand miles through 
an un- 


known country. Sometimes a sud- 
den electric storm at night or some 
other cause would start a stampede 
and then it wag up to every man 
on guard to risk his life to hold the 
herd. Sometimes'Indians or a gang 
of Mexicans would slip up near the 


• not get 
up until 10 o'clock next 


day.' 


"Loss of bleep was the worst 


thing on the trail. I've many a 
time rubbed tobacco in my 'eyes to 
keep them open. 
But some way, 


when you rode into camp finally 
and got a cup of hot coffee you'd 
forget it and even be ready for 
another guard without resting. 
. 


"The trail boss had to do" more . 


•riding than any of the rest of .the 


• outfit, for he had to Icnow where 


water was a day ahead of reaching 
It. As we were alwas going into 
some new country, it kept him 
guessing, as all drives were made 
according to where 
water was. 


Some would be'long and others 
short. 
We would have dry drives 


40 
miles 
long. 
After 
he had 


watered on a long, drive like'that, 
the boss would push his herd along 
the trail away into the night. The 
next, morning if the wind was'in 
the north we were all right, for the 
herd couldn't smell the water we 
had left behind, b.ut if it blew from 
behind we had. o.ur work cut out, 
for they would try to break back to 
water again. If the herd got away 
and back- to water, we felt that wo 
had lost our reputations. 
Cattle, 


when the wind is right can smell 
water SO miles away, 
old cow- 
punchers believe. 


"Then there was another chance 


for trouble, in watering a herd. 
The trail boss had to hit a big river 
just at the right time of day. If 
the sun reflected in their eyes and 
there was enough breeze to make • 
waves the longhorns wouldn't take 
the water. 
In '83 a well known 
trail boss, Johnny Lea, was four 
days crossing the Yellowstone1 river

were taking north". would show up 
\v here1 we crossed '.the 'railroad, took 
the herd over and say, 'So long:., 
boys, I'll see you in Miles City.' Ha 
would then take the train and go 
there, sitting- around the hotel, 
drinking whisky, playing poker and 
.bragging: about his outfit. 
'I've got 


the best damned outfit of cow- 
punchers 011 the trail,' 
he would 


declare. 
""Why that herd's good 


b«ef right now.' • Of course when 
we-heard of such talk it made the 
sa-lt taste tetter. 


• "The longest drive ever made on 
the Texas Trail in one season was 
iTT 1884, when Johnny Burgess, now

was only half of the herd, the sec- 
ond outfit being in charge of John 
Bowen, another well-know 
trail 
boss. 


"In most outfits the cbwpunchers 


used to work together well and, as 
I said, they -were always loyal to 
one another^ 
If one or two were 


hurt or sick, they rode the wagon 
and the others did their work 
cheerfully^ 
Very few orders were

This is the -»ay the old-lime Texas trail herd looked to Charles M. Russell, the Montana artist. It ivas the subject of one of his 


likely to get a few thrills from the 
tales told, for never did peril "anil'. 
adventure, comedy .and tragedy, 
follow one another more rapidly 
than along the trail across the con- 
tinent from the southwest. 


Curing- the Clvii war and . for 
•everal years afterward cattle in 
Texas increased by the hundreds 
*f> thousands. but it was not till 
1870 that the growers could find a 
market for them, following the.. 
nettlement of the Indian question, '" 
whereby the red "inert of the s'outh- 
\vest were forced to go either into 
Indian Territory or on reservations 
north of the Piatte river. Then the 
Texas trail had Its beginnings. 


At first it started from southern 
Texas and ran north and east, the 
first herds striking the railroad at 
Caldwelt. Kansas, and some going 
as far north as Lincoln, Nebraska, 
•which formed the terminus be- 
tween 1870 and 1873. "in 1874 the 
•nd of the trail was moved farther 
west to Lovell, on the Piatte river. 
In those days the cattle were either 
• hipped in July from the Piatte to 
Chicago or sold to settlers in east- 
«rn Nebraska for $10 or J12 a head, 
•infstly on time payments. 


Jn 187S the treaty with the Sioux 
Indians was made and in 1879 
more than 300,000 cattle went up 
the trail and crossed the -North 
Piatte 
river into Nebraska and 


Wyoming. 
The trail then crossed 


the Red river, continuing to Dodge 
City and north to Ogalalla. 


The first cattle outfits that took 


the trail in 1871* were described as 
•tough." In fact, the men had to 


as tough as hickory knots to 
the hardships. 
There was 


y an old Confederate wagon 
w*;> u negro cook and a span of 
•work bulls. 
Little bedding was 


carried and no tents. 
The 
food 
taken along consisted of sorghum 
molasses, benns, bacon and plentv 
of salt, but no sugar. 
A few years 


later the trail outfits were consid- 
erably Improved. The equipment 
usually consisted of a mess wagon 
with a four-horse team, bed wagons 
that 
carried 
the 
"tarps" 
nnd 


blankets, nsllekera, better. food and 
—lots of salt; 
A trail -outfit wns 


ma<J« un-of frtai t to' 11 men, 


hor*9 


cattle on fast horses, pop a blanket 
in the darkness to start a stampede 
of the longhorns and 
try to run 
them off. Not infrequently gun 
fights would follow and,perhaps 
daybreak would show a few "Mex- 
icans or Indians dead 
on 
the 
prairie. 
" 


"When a stampede started -the 
cowboys guarding the herd would 
pull their six-shooters 'and begin 
shooting as they, swung with the 
lead and" tried to throw the fear- 
crazed cattle into a mill, which 
means to get them running in a 
circle 
instead 
of 
streaking 
off 


over t'he prairie. As they galloped 
along as fast as they could setnl 
their cay-uses, the boys would sing 
cow songs, which were supposed to 
exercise a soothing effect on the 
cattle. 
This night work with a 
stampeded herd was dangerous and 
many men were killed. 
A horse 


would stumble and fall. In a flash 
the running herd passed over pony 
and rider. 


"The 
first break 
of day 
was 


breakfast time. Then a short time 
was allowed for letting the herd 
graze before they were thrown into 
the trail. At noon if the water was 
reached, half of the boys would ride 
into camp to eat and change horses, 
hurrying out tcr relievo their com- 
rades. The herd was kept on the 
trail till the sun began, to get low, 
when it was grazed on to the bed- 
ground. 
The first guard would 
hold till 10 o'clock, the second till 
midnight, the third till 2 o'clock 


-and 
the last guard held till day- 
break. On bad nights half the men 
stood guard till midnight or later,' 
and if the herd was acting: badly 
and half the punchers could not 
hold thein, the whole outfit would 
ride all night. 
Then they would 


throw the herd onto the trail and 
ride all day, 'Catch up your sleep 
next winter,' the trail boss would 
say. 
This herd's got to move if 


the earth stops spinning.' 


"One 
time on Plum Creek, near 
the Piatte Hver, I remember, we 
had . had 
two 
bad 
nights 
and , 


nolxxiy had a wink of sleep for -^ 
nearly «» hours. , My partner rod* 
up to me and said: 
'.Teddy. bt«t 
hdy, I'm. going north to Greenland 
wfi'ere th« nights Is «ix m*nths 
Jongr. 
I'm going to'h>*4 *arlv rind 


with a.herd because of a scare they 
got. 


"It was a pretty sight to see a 
big herd strung, out on the trail in 
the morning,' the sun glistening on 
their long, bright "horns—half -a 
mile of solid cattle with horse herd 
and wagons in the lead. The silver 
conchos on spurs and bridles ajid 
the pearl-handled six-shooters of 
the cowpunchers flashed ir> the sun 
and they, made a brave showing. 
Cowpunchers-of that time wore the 
best quality of clothing and took 
great pride in their outfit.. They 
Kot to be a distinct type and class. 
They would go back to Texas after 
a drive . north, work all winter 
gathering a herd in the' brush and 
then start north again in the spring. 
Many a time I've heard a Texas 
cowpuncher singing- that_ old song: 
M 'We go up north every spring 
And coitie back in the fall. 


We are bound to follow the 
Lone Star trail 


Until we get too old—until wo 
get too old.' 


"Often the owner of a herd we 


work, had his place and kept it. 
Trail cooks were rough and ready, 
but mighty fast n. their work. 
They would drive four horses over 
cut-banks, across deep coulees nnd 
through deep, swift streams some- 
times. They would curse a lot but 
always have their meals on time. 
The 
horse 
wrangler,, who 
had 
charge of the horse herd, used to 
help the cook rustle fuel and \vater. 
We would often go "all summer 
without seeing a newspaper, but we 
often met a 'rep,' as the representa- 
tive of an 
outfit';- 
brand was 


ea'lle'd, traveling from one roundup 
to another. He would stop and eat 
dinner with us or stay all night in 
our camp, and then wo'got all tho 
range news from Texas to the Brit- 
ish line. Those !. ays were sure wel- 
come in a trail camp. 


"There were few cowpunchers 


in the northwest who had not made 
a trip on the trail at least once, 
and 
many of them spent 
the 
greater part of 15 years traveling 
it. 
The proudest boast of any of 


them was 'we held the herd.' '"'

SCALES TELL AGE OF FISH 


It is now kno.wn that the scales 


ot fishes bear marks which indi- 
cate the length of life ..and the rate 
of 
growth 
in 
dirieient 
years. 


• Studies of the Atlantic salmon in 


Scotland and of the various species 
of Pacific salmon have 
-oved this. 


The scale grows Jn proportion 


with the rest of the fish, princi- 
pally by additions around its Iior- 
der. 
The fish growt at different 


rates during different seasons of 
the year. 
Concentric ridges form 


around the edge of the scale, its 
marginal 
expansion 
in 
summer 


being more rapid than in winter. 
So that"the growth during each year 
is usually distinguishable. 
. Studies .of the .five species of Pa- 
cific, salmons have shown ,the ages 
at which the different 8p«ci«s re- 
turn to th«. rivers i:>'»p*wii. Thus, 
the ridges ort ai fish's bales'>arr 


comparable 
to 
the 
annual ring 
growths revealed on a cross-sec- 
tion of a tree, trunk, which tell its 
age. 


It is Interesting to note that the 
"tagging" of young Pacific salmons 
has already served to indicate that, 


. after attaining maturity-in the sea, 


each returns to sPav/n in the iden- 
tical stream in which its life ' e- 
gan.

meadows, • wound past Lake Al- 
ntanor and soon were In Westwood. 


Westwood has a population of 
•bout 6000 people, Ig the largest 
town in Lassen county, and has one 
of the largest sawmills in Califor- 
nia, 


T, B. Walker and his sons own 
the 
controlling interest in 
these 
big mills. The town was laid out 
by the Walkers and IB controlled 
by them. 


In the town are over five hun- 


dred modern dwellings, all equipped 
with bath and 
aanitary 
conven- 
iences. 
' AH houses and the streets are 
electrically lighted. These four and 
five-room houaes rent for from J6 
to f l B a month, water free, and 
electric lights at a reasonable ad- 
ditional charge. 


The educational advantages of 
•Westwood include a ktndeijj-arten, 
graded grammar school and high 
echool. 


The Westwood club, open t« the 


public and employees, maintains ft 
free lounging and reading room. 
. There is also located in the earn* 
building an up-to-date billiard par- 
lor with seventeen pool and two 
- billiard tables, also bowling alleys. 


"Under the. same roof will also be 
found a well appointed restaurant 
and a soda fountain 
arid news-.

>The Westwood sawmills are run 
by the Red River Lumber com- 
pany, a Minnesota company which

In the west, with an annual ca- 
pacity of two hundred million board 
feet, and probably the, only pine 
mill in California that maintains its 
operation' throughout the - twelve 
months of the year. 


The big mill works two ton-hour 


shifts, 
producing about 
800,000 
feet of lumber. 
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A leu five feet In diameter, from

tho scores who applied for the posi- 
tion of husband for the fair one was 
Sir 
Abraham Lnmley, 
aged 
60 


years. Judge of the Supreme Court 
of India. 
Because of his wealth 


and position he was the one se- 
lected by Lola's parents, despite tho 
fact, that there was a difference of 
forty-two years in their ages. 


Having settled the matter to her 


entire 
satisfaction, 
Mrs. Craigie 


called for England to bring her 
daughter home and marry her to 
the Judge. 
She found Lola at 


Bath, where she was spending tho 
summer, and was delighted with 
the girl's beauty, which far ex- 
ceeded anything she had

But Lola had a temper 


and a will of her own and flatly 
refused to bo "literally thrown into 
the Jaws of death" by marrying a 
man old enough to bo her father.

In Ireland, Lola's husband was 
ordered back to India. 
On the 
return trip Lola had three affairs 
on shipboard, one of them with the 
Captain, who, It seems, was a true 
philosopher, as ho afterward wrote: 
"Love is a pipe we fill at eighteen, 
and smoke till forty; and we rake 


• the ashes till our exit." 


After various adventures Jn India, 


• and constant bickerings and quar- 


rela with her. husband, Lola re- 


• turned to England. To enliven the 


monotony of shipboard'she had. a 
violent flirtation with a man named 
Lennox. 
The affair assumed such 


serious proportions that when it 
reached the ears of her husband he 
instituted proceedings against her 
for divorce arid was granted a de- 
cree in London. The English Judge 
sentenced them never to marry 
again. That was.the last Lola saw 
of her husband. 


Lola is next heard of in Dresden, 


where she met Franz Liszt. 
The 
attraction seems to have been re- 
ciprocal. 
Their love affair lasted 


but a few months and ended by 
mutual consent. 


Lola had once been heard to de- 


clare that she "was going to hook 
a Prince." She was beautiful, am- 
bitious and longed to play a leading 
part on the stage of life. 
While 


dancing at Munich she attracted 
the attention of Louis First of 
Bavaria, and deliberately set out to 
do all she could to encourage his 
attentions. 
She soon became the 


uncrowned queen of Bavaria. 


AVhen 
tho 
affair 
between 
the 


king and the dancer had lasted for 
some time pressure was brought to 
bear on him to give her up, and he 
finally signed an order for her 
banishment from the capital. 
But 


from that day he was a changed 
man and resigned in favor of his 
son March 20, 18 4S. Lo!a was exiled 
to a small town called Weinsberg 
in the care of a man named Korner, ' 
who was known as an exorcist, or 
expeller of devils, who alternately 
starved and hypnotized her into a 
seeming state of passive submis- 
sion. 
She 
finally 
managed 
to 


escape and 
fled 
to Switzerland, 


where she found a hospitable wel- 
come awaiting her at Berne." 


Whllo there she met a twenty- 


one-year-old lad, George Trefford 
Heald, whom she married in spite 
of tho English verdict to the con- 
trary, July 19, 1849. Six weeks later 
she was arrested for bigamy. She 
was released on bail and remanded • 
for 
further trial. 
Lola and her 


youthful husband then 
fled 
the 


country and remained in hiding for 
tho next two years. 
During this 


time they had many violent alter- 
cations. 
In one of -which 
Lola 


slabbed him with a stiletto, but the 
wound 
was 
a 
superficial 
one. 
Heald lift her soon afterward and 


•secured an annulment of the mar- 
riage. 


Wearied of Europe* Lola next 


turned her stepa toward the hew 
•world and landed in New York De- 
'cember 5, 1851, where she received 
'a warm reception. 
On her. flr§t 
arrival she lectured on beauty cul- 
ture, and to her Is given the credit 
oi publishing the first modern book 
on the subject. 


From New York she journeyed 


to New Orleans, and while 5n the 
quaint old city became 
affected 


with the California fever. She took 
passage on a steamer and enlivened 
the long Journey to the Golden Gate 
by an amour with a young Irish- 
American newspaper man, Patrick 
Purdy Hull. Immediately after her 
arrival Lola went on tour, but Hull 
followed, and so well did he plead 


- his cause that they were married at 
the Church of the Mission Dolores 
in San Francisco by Father Fon- 
taine, July 1, 1853. The wedding 
•was a very quiet affair, only some 
twenty guests being present, among 
them Governor Wainwright and hi* 
•wife, beside the bride the only 
•woman present. The young couple 
went 
from 
San. Francisco 
by 
•teamer to Sacramento on a wed- 
ding tour. 


Returning from Sacramento, the 


Hulls went to Qrass Valley, where 
Lola had a house built for her. 


• This house is said to be still stand- 


Ing, 
.though many changes hav» 


been made In it from time to time. 
It is situated on tho northwest por- 
ner of Mill and Walsh streets and 
in 1914 was occupied by a family 
named Berriman. 
Tha 
orJgi.na! 


house as Lola designed it consisted 
of a parlor, dining room, kitchen 
and servant's room. 
A porch ex- 


tended along the front of the 
house, with a small, partly enclosed 
porch at the south side. 
When 


LoJa was ready 
to 
leave Grass 
Valley, about the year 1856, th».- 
Ikouse was bought from her by S. D. 
Bosworth, and he and his family 
lived in it for many years. 


Lola was particularly fond of ani- 


mals; among the pets she main- 
tained at her home in Grass Valley 
•were two pet bears, several birds, 
dogs, cats, goats, sheep, hens, tur- 
keys, pigs, and her favorite of all, 
a pony. • One of her pet bears was 
killed by Mr. Hull, who was at that 
time assJatant editor of tha Grass 
Valley Courier. These "guardians 
of the palace gates" had no love for 
the genial rishman, and lost no 
opportunity to make his life miser- 
able. One day one of the animals 
bit Hull in the calf of the leg, and 
in a fit of rage he shot it. Lola was 


• furious over the loss of her pet and 


immediately sued him for divorce. 
Pat had had quite enough of his 
temperamental Countess by this 
time and 'let her obtain it by de- 
fault. 


Lola did not-cease her artistic 
career even in Grass Valley, and 
nightly danced 
befor* 
admiring 


audiences. Lola's piece de resist- 
ance was known as the "Tarantula, 
or Spider Dance." 
This was said 


to be' most difficult of execution 
and only an artist could accomplish 
it. Her make-up alone was said to 
be worth the price of admission, not 
to mention the fantastic gyratioria 
and, contortions she went through 
with during its execution. 
This 


dance brought her fame. 


One Sunday a certain Grass Val- 
ley minister criticised this dance in 
his sermon. Lola did not hear of 
the affair until the next morning. 
She immediately dressed herself in 
her stage costume, over Which-sha 
wore a long cloak, and going to 
the minister's house, made her way 
Into the parlor where the couple 
were sitting, and throwing back 
her cloak, proceeded to dance be- 
fore the astonished man and his 
wife. 
When she had finished she 


resumed her cloak, and warned the 
minister never, again, to criticise 
anything he did not know about 
except from hearsay. 


From Grass Valley Lola went to 
Australia, taking with her Fred 
Jones, one of the first owners of 
the Empire mine. 
Jones returned 


to Grass Valley after an absence of 
only a few months. 


While in San Francisco Lola met 


Miska Hausor, the Hungarian musi- 
cian, one of the first musicians to 
circle the world. 
He has this to 


say of her in his "Memoirs": 


"She 
dances, acts, boxes 
the 
men's ears, and puts gold in her 
purse. 
She caused a furore with 
her Spider Dance, in -which she 
dances around a spider without 
treading on It, and at the same 
time weaves a web around the 
hearts of the male portion of the 
audience. 
She is like a spoiled 


child, and speaks of fire like one 
who has never been burned. 
She 


tcld me, among.other things, she 
had challenged a. former agent of 
Miss Hayez to a duel with pistols, 
and because he would not fight 
called him a 'coward' and boxed his 
ears." 


Her spiritual regeneration began 


in England in 1859 and was carried 
back with her to the United States, 
which country she visited for the 
last time In I860. 


According to one historian, "Lola 


the saint was no more provident 
than Lola the sinner, and had It 
not 
been for the kindness and 
charity of a New York 
florist 


named Buchanan, and his wifeAthe 


latter of whom had been a school 
mate o£ Lola's in her Montrose days, 
•he would have fared badly, indeed. 


After meeting -her frlenjls Lola 


spent much of her time in netire- 
ment, studying the bible. During 
'the last few m,onths of her.'life 
' she spent visiting poor outcasts 
in' the Magdeleno Asylum, near 
New York. 
In December, 1860, Lola was 


suddenly 
stricken 
with 
partial 


paralysis and. removed to the As,- 
teria Sanatorium, where she was 
cared 
for 
by 
Mrs. 
Buchanan. 
.Lola passed away . January 
17, 


1861. 
Thus vanished from eartU 


Lola Montez, Countess of Lans- 
feld, Baroness Rosenthal and Can- 
oness of the Order, of St, Theresa. 
In the forty-third year of her age. 
She was quietly buried in Green- 
wood 
Cemetery. Her . grave 
i» 


marked by a slniplo tablet bear- 
ing the inscription:1 "Mrs. Eliza 
Gilbert, born 1818, died 1861."

You can make a good set of 


dominoes of wallboard. Thla ma- 
terial is easy to handle, because it- 
can bo sawed ,Jike a board, and Its 
edges can .be sandpapered smooth 
with •mery paper. Figures 1 to 6 
•how 
the 
twenty-seven 
spotted 


pieces of a «et. A twenty-eighth 
piece has no spots, and is known 
*a a "blank." 


Tou -will need a strip of wall- 


board 2 inches wide and 28 inches 
long. Probably you can get it from 
a carpenter. After squaring: up a 
piece of the 
above 
dimensions, 


divide the side edges into twenty- 
«Jffht equal spaces, and connect op- 
posite points with 
straight linea. 


Then lay out the spotting In the 
manner shown in Figs. 1 to 9, be- 
fore separating the pieces from the
